DETAILED ACTION 

In response to the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 filed 
on 6/28/2010. Claim 10 has been amended and claims 11-18 have been newly added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2, 4-7, 9-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons for 
allowance stated in the Notice of Allowance dated 4/2/2010 are hereby incorporated herein. 
Applicant's amendments made to claim 10 are to provide clarity for the intended scope. 
Furthermore, claims 11-18 contain independent claims that are directed towards identical subject 
matter except do not recite "wherein the time scale of the player-character in said displaying 
circumstances remains unchanged". The alteration still is not fairly taught or suggested by the 
prior art of Satsukawa and Kami and therefore still encapsulate the time shifting element featured 
in the instant invention and are thus allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
